His Times , . . Amos, Fig-Pincher and Herdsman 


Became Great Prophet, With a Message 


Which Applies Today.

More persons know about 
the 


"Ar.'os of the present-day radio than 
ara familiar w'tn the cal?o:;&-hand- 
ed and callous-footed 1'armor of 23 


. hundred years ago, who 
became 


' one of the greatest prophets of Is- 
rael; the first of them all to reduce 
his message to writing. Yet the 
message of this long ago Amog is 
of greater present potency and Im- 
portance than any of the de.ight- 
fully clever pholosophv that anoth- 
er Amos speaks over the air. 


Am OP was a farmer in a barren 


land. His special work was that of 
a shepherd and, in season, a pinch- 
er of sycamore figs—for 
to this 


day, 
in Palestine, the little figs of 


the scrawny svcnmore tree are pre- 
pared for riollenizatlon by being 
pjnched by hand; a lowly, arduous 
and uninspiring labor. No "gentle- 
man farmer" was Amos; 
but a 


grimy, humble 
son of 
toll, who 


wrested a meagre livelihood from 
the fields of Tekoa, 
a few miles 


couth of Jerusalem. looking toward 
the Dead Sea. His only theologi- 
cal seminary—for he disclaimed be- 
ing one of the "sons of the proph- 
ets"—was hard work. loneliness and 
plenty of time for thinking. 


A Farmer With Seeing Eyes 
This countrvman. Amos, had a 


Feeing eye. While he worked, ho 
thought over 
the meaning 
of 


things. He looked beyond his own 
personal interests to the bigger sig- 
nificance of life. 


Four characteristics made him 


what he became—a deathless voice 
lifted in behalf of social 
justice. 


First, he identified himself with the 
cause of 
nil the poor and the op- 


pressed. 
Second, ho was possessed 


by a passion of patriotism. Third, 
he saw everything in Its relation to 
the character of Jehovah. Fourth, 
he had a simple, outspoken quality 
of boldness, which led him to fear 
neither the ban of the priest nor 
the sword of the king. 


That Ih all. Amos had got hold 


if life in its fundamentals and 'n 
its relationships, What he knew he 
knew, and spoke it aloud. He was as 
free from false modesty as from 
false pride. To tell the "truth that 
ho possessed, and that the world 
needed, was as natural for him Is 
to tend his sheep. 


Are New Prophets Needed?

His world, 


bounded by Edom and Moab and 
Amman and Syria and Tyre 
and 


Philistia, reems pitifully small to 
those of us who are watching ea- 
gerly the news from Changsha and 
Peshawar and Bombay and Arat- 
at and Moscow; but Amos was a 
real internationalist, because a pa- 
triot. 
He saw God's hand In the 


cffairs of all nations. 


This sense 
that 
God must be

left 
one-third of the 
remainder 


of the estate and the remaining 
two-thirds was left in trust to the 
three children. 


Slick was the son of a miller 


and was employed in his early 
years as a teamster in the Penn- 
sylvania oil fields. He went to the 
southern Illinois fields in young 
manhood and began to amass his 
fortune. His first properties were 
sold for $2,500,000. 


The first well in the Gushing 


field in the southwest was drilled 
by Slick. The Prairie Oil & Gas
